"Free Univeriity Education 7" came at no surprise. 
Its reaction was predictable and not particularly 
disillusioning. However, the arguments advanced 
by Dean Frost in the address on which the editorial 
was bated were disturbing. Both critiques of stale- 
financed education at the pott-secondary level 
ignore the needs of a, modern technological society. 
Coming from the editorial page of this particular 
newspaper, the approach wat understandable. 
Coming from the Dean of a Faculty of Research 
and Graduate Studiet at on advanced educational 
institution, the arguments demand ' tome kind of 
refutation. 

let us examine each of the arguments In turn i 
Dean Frott suggested it wot unfair, "to tingle out 
the full-lime university student alone for free ed- 
ucation" at the expense of those receiving other 
lypes of schooling. This would perhaps be a valid 
criticism if It were so. However, it Is universal stole- 
financed education at all levels for which we ore 
pressing. The fact that we are universily students 
should in no way have misled him into thinking 
that w« tee education as a sound and necessary 
investment only for ourselves. Investment in the 



technical training of human resources is as necet- 
tory today os university training'. Because we do 
not have enough of either is no argument for not 
having more of one. 

Secondly, Dean Frost argues that the result of 
financing universal free education "would be to 
make insatiable demands upon our resources". As 
René Lévesque pointed out in hit ipeech at McGill 
lot! March, the State must establish its own priori- 
ties. If tomorrow war were to be declared we 
would thorlty find untold quaniltiet of financial, 
Induitrlal, and human retoùrcet lo devote lo our 
military efforts. The war today it against those foet 
which hove always stood in the path of universal 
dignity. One of the most important sources of eco- 
nomic growth is the labour force Itself. If it is not 
capable of adopting to the new technologies, our 
growth faces the prospect of suffocation. Social 
scientists have indicated the high rote of return In 
Investment in human resources. 

All this Is to soy that even in the most "free 
enterprise" economy, state-financed education it a 
necessity which at the some lime mokes such per- 
fect sense that any capitalist can readily appreciate 
itS' profitability. The consequence of not making an 
adequate investment in a much larger proportion 
of our human element should be evident lo all but 
the most myopic omong us. A society concerned

The main reason that fees 
are being increased this year 
Is not for want of trying by the 
University to seek financial aid 
from sources other than the 
students' pockets. It has been 
pointed out that two of the 
Univeraity's sources of finance 
are not elastic enough to cover 
the greatly increased capital 
expense of the Univertily's de- 
velopment plan. These are the 
endowment fund and the in- 
vestment fund. This leaves 
government aid and student 
fees. Since the students do not 
wish their fees lo rise, ' only 
the possibility of government 
aid remains. 

Now, everyday in one way or 
another we are lectured by the 
McGill Dailu to participate In 
a wondcrous new movement 
called student syndicalism. The 
editors obviously wish to see 
social aiid political revolutions 
take place! spearheaded by this 
group of "action-minded" stu- 
dents.

The final point made against government- 
sponsored education revolves around the fear of 
excessive government control. The fact that the 
Quebec government now provides 41 per cent of 
the cost of post-secondary education in Quebec 
means that even now our educational •Jntlilullons 
cperale on the sufferance of the DeparlmenTof Ed- 
ucation. A moment of reflection leoves one feeling 
that this is on entirety egalitarian state of affairs. 
The people pay the bill. Their children attend the 
schools. Their representatives distribute the funds. 
And there ore farces operating In our society Ihot, 
by their very existence, prevent undue government 
Intervention in the academic freedom of our insti- 
tutions. The European experience testifies to the 
fact that governments do not necessarily interfere 
with the functioning of publicly-sponsored univer- 
sities. Whether or not this occurs depends lo a large 
degree upon the system of government and on the 
structures, under which grants ore mode. With the 
implementation of stole-financed education comet 
the responsibility of ensuring that the sanctity of 
academic freedom ts not violated. This is a respon- 
sibility that we recognize and accept. 

The Gazette ends its cose for the defence of 
outmoded inttllutiont in a bloze of ethical non- 
sequiturs, imploring us to guide our lives according 
to the exigencies of our pocketbook rather than the 
dictates of our principles. The converse of this has / 
been a guiding beacon In our efforts to moke the ' 
public aware of the consequences of maintaining ' 
outdated methods of financing education.'
